OF 13 MONTHS UNDER WAY 


Vancouver, Jan. 3,—BEvery- confid+ 
ence {gs expressed by. Moses Cotsworth, 
who has’ spent upwards of 40 years in 
the work of. calendar-reform, that the 
world will start tomorrow on its last 
decade of use of the présent calendar, 
Spending a few weeks holiday at home 
here now, Mr. ‘Cotsworth believes a 
| reformed calendar will go into effect 
in 1933, and that decision to do so witl 
be agreed upon at an _dinternational 
conference to be called by the League 
of Nations, which may be held in the 
fall of 1928, and which must be held 
not later than the summer of 1929 if 
the reform is ‘to be effeéted five-years 
hence. : 

Briefly, the calendar which Mr, Cots- 
worth advocates, after years of study. 
and consultation with \,uthorities 


‘throughout the world, would provide 


a year of 13 months of 28 days each, 
every month starting on a Sunday and 
ending on a. Saturday. Every date 
would fall on the same day every 
year. The extra day needed beyond 
the 13 months ‘to fill the year would be 
dated December 29. and named. “year 
day” and come between December 28 
and January 1. In Leap years a-“Leap 
day,” a universal holiday, would be 
inserted at the end of June, The extra: 
month would be known as “Sol” and 
come between June and July.

The roads in this district up until a - 
few days ago, have been open for 
motor traffic, but owing to the recent 
storms, some of them have become 
impassable as far as cars are concern- 
ed. 

The city members’ of the committee 
which was appointed at a’public meet- 
ing a few weeks ago, had secured per- 
mission from the City Council to use 
the tractor and grader for clearing 
country roads, but the recent cold 
snap has made it impossible to utilize 
them and a horse-drawn snow plow 
has been built. This will clear a track 
eight feet in width, and a round trip 
completely opens the road and puts it 
in good shape for either cars or sleighs, 
by removing all the surplus snow and 
leaving a-smooth hard surface over 
which heavy loads canbe hauled. 


Where any stretch of road is sub- 
ject to drifts the plow will throw up 
a ridge in the adjoining field, which 
will catch the drifts and act as a snow 
fence. 

It is proposed, as the city’s share of. 
this undertaking to open up the North 
and South. Pigeon Lake roads. The 
C. and E. trail, north and south, the 
Sparling road, Wang road, Malmo road, 
Camrose trail and Bears Hill road tor 
a distance of about five miles in each 
direction, and the members of_the 
country committee and others inter- 
ested will open up their respective 
roads further on.
